It’s 
just like gettin’ $2 from home every time 
you hi‘ch ‘em up, and I want to say that I 
won't kick at gettin’ up in the middle of the 
night to do the trick. Downtown marryin’ 


in a hurry, that go to a justice, to say 
nothin’ of them that don’t think the job's 
worth more than $2. Now, you just let 
me alone to get them in. I'll bet Judge 
Cronin will be the favorite marryin’ jus- 
tice in town. They'll come to me. How 
could they help it?’ 

The conceit of being the pet marrying 
justice of the city smote Mr. Cronin so 
heartily that he laughed and blushed—or 
perhaps it was only the exertion that 
turned him rosy. 


POLITICAL ADVANTAGES. 


“Any politica: advantages in the job? 
Well, I don't know. There's a lot of fel- 
lows who think that a justice can build up 
a little machine of his own in his district 
by bein’ fair and square to the people who 
come to him. I don't know, perhaps he can. 
A justice that is all right can protect the

The'coal strike has been a running sore 
in the body politie for five months past; 
most people looked to see it heal itself 
pradualty, few could have predicted such 
sudden inflammation as in the last few 
days.

Towards the presidents of the coal mining 
companies, judgment is different. They, or 
their spokesmen, bungled their case un-

It may be that the strike will be ended 
by concession, not to the union, but to the 
miners individually. How far even such 
an ending would affect the labor move- 
ment of the future is an open problem. 
This season’s demonstration by a powerful 
union, under an autocratic leader, .# not 
an accident; n is it, as some ple 
argue, mcrely a consequence of the higher 
cost of living. It is the inexorable sequel— 
coming, perhaps, sooner than was expect- 
ed—to the movement of corporate. capital 
during the past three years. What the 
rest of the story is to it is useless to 
conjecture.

Financial Europe, like financial America, 
has been watching the week's events in 


mere bewilderment. Needless to say, it is 
most unfortunate that a preplexing situ- 
ation of this sort should have been complil- 
cated by the money market.. As to that 
market, there are some things to say em- 
phatically. 

Firet, if relief were to be sorely needed, 
't could be reached and it would come. To 
suppose that it couJd not be chtained te 
day with the country’s brilliant showing of 
genuine wealth and energy, is to give way 
to foolishness. : 

Control over foreign capital and gold re- 
serves has-been forfeited by practices per- 
fectly wellj.known: it may be acquired 
again by reversal of such practices. at 
‘eadiustment of prices is a recourse for 
relief, and a sure one, is as unquestion- 
able as the rule of three. Some of our 
nresent problems of finance may be solv 
by the use of a little common gense wh 
the market's wisdom pronounces them in- 
soluble. 

Tf. in the process: of extrication, there 
should be shattered a mass of the childish 
fictions, fablee, false economic doctrines 
ard distorted notions of finance, such as 
have dizzied the credulous speculator’s 
brain since the beginning of 1991, the com- 
munity will be no loser.

MISSOURI. RIVER 


Creates an Island of the City 
of St. Joseph. 


MANY CLAIMANTS FOR LAND 


JACK RING HAS POSSESSION OF IT 
AT PRESENT. 


Neither Missouri, Kansas Nor the 
United States Know Who Is En- 
titled to Give a Clear Title to 
the Domain in Question. 


Special to ‘the Po#t-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 11.—The shifting 
and treacherous Missouri river has played 
another trick, and this time one that puz- 
zies the lawyers and judges, The authori- 
ties of the United States will have to be 
called upon to decide the questions in: 
volved in this recent prank of the change- 
able and uncertain sifeam. 

An isiand of sand and soil has been 
formed by the eddies and current of the 
river opposite this city—an island that may 
endyre forever or that may be washed 
away Within a week or a month. Every- 
thing depends on the river. 

But the island is there now, a level 
stretch of sand and mud, densely over- 
grown by willows, with here and there 
a cottonwood tree rearing its branches to- 
ward the sky. The trees have sent their 
roots down into the soil toward the bed- 
rock of the stream, and these may hold 
the island in its place. The river may shift 
away from it and may never make another 
effort to tear down that which ic has 
built up. 

Old river men say the stream shows in- 
dications of going away from the island 
and they believe it will stand. This opinion 
is shared by others, and the island, from 
a Jow sandbar a few months ago, has be- 
come now a valuable tract. It has been 
surveyed and is being sought by a number 
of prospective purchasers. 

The county judges had the island sur- 
veyed, but found that Buchanan County 
had no right to give a title to it when the 
sale w about to be made. The first 

rice offereed was $1.25 an acre, but the 

and soon rose to a higher price, and‘ $10 
an acre was offered. Later the price went 
up to $2 an acre, but no sale has been 
made. It is not likely that a sale will be 
made for some time. The prospective pur- 
chasers went to Doniphan County, Kan- 
sas, and made efforts to buy the land from 
the county judges there. Jawvers were 
called into the case and said that as the 
island was in the Missouri river it is*neith- 
er in Missouri nor Kansas. If the current 
ever shifts to the Kansas side, the island 
will be in Misgsovri, but if it shifts to the 
wee OR the island will become part

"ss addition to these legal difficulties in 
the way of a clear title, the island has a 
claimant. Jack Ring has built a house on 
the island and lives there alone. When 
the county judges were about to sell the 
island, Ring appeared before the court and 
gave warning that he would contest the 
claims of any other person. 


There Was Another 

Ring’s Island. 
“Ring's Island” has a different meaning 
now, although it is a term that has been 


used for many years to desi te a t 
of the -_ ack Ring is t son of an 
early settler who laid claim team years 
ago to a strip of sandbar south of the city, 
very much like that island that Ring is 
c.aiming now. In time the river joined 
that island to the Missouri shore, and it 
—— became a part of the city, still 

wn ‘Ring’s Island,’ and covered 
with smal] houses. Ring obtained a title to 
it, but no part of it is now vested in his 
son and heir. Jack Ring lived so near the 
water that he became at home in the mud- 
dy stream. He became a lite-saver early 
in life and the most expert swimmer in 


this section. 

Since the St. Joseph & Grand Island 
bridge was built, many years ago, many 
people have jum mped from it into the stream 
with the intention ed committing suicide. 
It was Jack Ring who rowed out ina boat 
and saved many of them. Sometimes he 
was absent, and then he would set him-

for it, and generally brought it to the 
surface.

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FREE TEXT BOOKS. 


Some very useful and suggestive information on the free text- 
book system in the public schools has been collectéd by Prof. 
J. U. White, Republican candidate for state superintendent of 
schools. 

Wherever the system has been adopted it has given complete 
satisfaction. It has increased the attendance, been a saving to tax~- 
payers and prolorged the stay of pupils in the schools. 

Prof. White estimates the expenditure for books in Missouri 
during the past six years at $7,200,000, an expense borne entirely 
by the parent. , 

Under the free-book system, where books may be used by a suc- 
cession of classes, the cost is materially reduced. After the first 
year, when a complete outfit is purchased, the expense declines 
33 to 60 per cent. P 

The increased attendance is estimated at from % t6 #@ per cent. 
The enrollment in Missouri is 986,000, the average dally atfendance 
beifig 425,000. At least 100,000 more childréty would receive the bene- 
fits of the schools. ‘

tained by the Post-Dispatch for years. . 

Free books are just as essential to a system of free education 
as free buildings or free desks or free teachers. It were just 
as logical to make the pupils’ parents pay the salaries of the 
teathers by assessment as to reqtiire them to.pay for books. 
What we need is a system of ftee public education on the 
prondest fouridation. To stipport and Inipfové educational facili- 
ties liberally is the highest wisdom.

Some Impressions 
of St. Louis. 

“What were your {mpressions of St. Louls 
from a street car,"" he was asked. 

“First of all,”’ said Prof. Zueblin, “I was 
impressed with the fact that St. Louis 
ought to have grooved street car rails. 
There is altogether to. much space in St. 
Louls given up to street car tracks. Make 
them put in the grooved rails and there 
will net be such an obstruction. However, 
vou are better off than Chicago, which is 
infested with elevated tracks—about the 
most unsightly things tpat’ can be put into 
a city’s «treets. 

“Tl was also impressed with the fact that 
while your streets are pretty well paved 
on both sides of the tricks, the paving be- 
tween the tracks is in bad shape. I sup- 
pose that is because the street car com- 
panies are supposed to attend to that.’’ 

He stood in front of the Union Station 
and waved an indignant hand at the aa- 
loons and scalperw’ offices opposite. 

“Certainly,’ he said, “the strects in front 
of the Union Station should be at least 
seven times as wide. You need them at 
least three t'més as wide to accommodate 
the traffic to say nothing of the appear- 
ance.

Now Romance Has Given Way to 


American Energy and Oil Is Scat- 
tered All Over One of the 
Fairest Spots on the Face 
of the Earth.

LAFAYETTE, La., Oct. 11.—The land to 
which Evangeline came in search of her 
recreant lover, and which Longfellow made 
famous in verse, is row feverishly springing 
into prominence as the center of the newest 
of the new ol! ficlds of the South. 

It is known as the Anse la Butte field. 
-* Treasured traditions, for scores of years 
counted the most-.vaiuable of tho assets 
of the fine old Arcadians, are rapidly losing 
their value, for when oil Is struck, what 


merit has rommnce? 

The new Anse la Butte gusher is almost 
five miles southeast of Lafayette, La, a 
4ivision point on the Southern Pacifié Rail 
road. It was brought in—or rather brought 
4tself in—Monday evening, with a strength 
ard noise that have been rivaled only by 
those of the original epoch-making Lucas 
gusher, which tore iis way to fame through 
the top of a derrick on the 10th of January, 
1901.

“worked’’ by Capt. Lucas only a few weeks 
before he brought in the Lucas gusher, 
and it has, so far. fulfilled that expert's 
expressed opinion that there was oil under 
Anse la Butte, such as there: was nowhere

to the Heywoods. 

The Anse la Butte gusher is the property 
of the Heywoods—those four oil wizards 
who cams here at the beginning of the

The wll, as it stands teday, is a much 
‘more definite commercial and industrial 
proposition than was the first Lucas well. 
or nalf of the other early wells of Spindle 
Top. It came in almost exactiy as did the 
Lucas w2ll—and it wrought almost as much 
damage. It has been spouting, uncon- 
trolled, for about as Jong as the Lucas well 
spouted, although it has not se far given 
‘gut the vast quantities of oil that flowed 
from the mouth of the Lucas gusher. 

The history of the Anse la _ Batte oil 
field is interesting. In the first — _ 
la Butte, with or without oil, is inte: - 
ing. Originally, it was called l'Anse But 
and there is probably a meaning to the 
name, but it is not known.to the average 
inhabitant. It is 14 miles. below Breaux 
Bridge on the Bayou Teche, and about 
twelve miles below the great oak tree under 
which, according to Longfellow, Evangeline 
sat and bemoaned the absence of her lost 
jover. The land of the neighborhood ‘s 
level, as the term would be understood in 
St. Louis: but there is more roughness than 
there is in the neighborhood of Beaumont. 
The hills are higher, and there are more 
of them. Lafayette. which is the nea est 
town to the oil field, is practically fiat, 
topographically; and from the: town the 
spouting column of gas, sand, water and 
WS be plainly seen.

Seri Indians alone have defied encroach- 
ely on their tiny domain.

to President Dias, pay no tribute and today 
live as ind ndentiy andin as fierce sav- 
agery as when, before the coming of white 
men, they made war and defended them- 
selves ainst the tribes of the mainland 
and neighboring islands.

Real Estate Attracts

“What is the outlook for real estate busi- 
ness?" James R. McLeod of the Common-

“I think it is more favorable than it 
has ‘been for a good many years,"’ he re- 
plied. “Buyers have been picking up bar- 
gfins for the past year or two at prices 
much below their real value and are now 
selling at a profit. The market seems to

“What is the feling among real estate 
owners?’’

hat tha best time to sell «is when they 

ave found a buyer I will say. however, 

at there is now a decided tendency to 
take reasonable profits and reinvest.”’ 

“What deo you think would benefit the 
market?” 

“The market might be Improved by own- 
ers of real estate fixing a fair price on 
their property and, se?fing when that is 
reached: by buyers pared 8 satisfied with 
reasonable profits and quick returns. Buy- 
ers who never sell are of little benefit to 
the market. However, the natura! tendency 
is toward increased activity, and the mar- 
ket is in on especial n of stimulating 
influences. It seems to be taking care of 
itself in a generally satisfactory man- 
ner.”’ 

“When do you look for a material change 
n rea' estate conditions?” 

‘There will be a marked improvement as 
soon as the gerieral public becomes inter- 
ested. and this interest is growing now 
Jovestors. who have heretofore given e=s- 
pecial attention to the stock market, are 
now looking abiut for good speculative 
real estate. When this movement be: 
cames more general the market will be 
come suffictently brisk to interest the 
masses: then I anticipate a period of un- 
precedented activity.”

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Coal Strike Has Revealed Conditions 
of Lawlessness, He De- 
clares. 


BOSTON, Oct. I1L—At a gathering of 
Democrats in this city tonight Richard 
Olney, in discussing the coal strike and 
other public probiems, sald: 

“The signs of the times are that we have 
come to a pass where public officials as 


well as private citizens deem themselves 
above th 


construction. of the national 
Witness the eae pe proceeding of the 
Saine “department in its instructions to 
subordinate otlices respecting the duties & 
be coileci on coal. 

‘But che generaily lawless atmosphere is 
even more strikingly tliustrated by the 
recent. presidential demonstration tog ihe 
coal s.rike There are those who _— 
that, as the President disclaimed any of- 
ficial duty or relation to the matter, he 
should not have interfered. There is some- 
thing to be said for that view. Though his 
office is charged with great func.ions and 
invested with great powers, the President 
is @ constitutional officer, whose sphere of 
action is strictly limited by law. 

“Within that sphere he is well nigh ab- 
soluie—without, he is legally impotent. 
When, therefore, he goes without it the 
danger is that he may fail and be defied, 
and that his great office may lose prestige 
and power and thus be less capable of 
pe: forming its legitimate duties. 

The President, for example, is our rep- 
resentative with foreign powers. Will it 
Strengthen his hands that some half a 
dozen private citizens are found snapping 
their fingers in his face? The President's 
overture to the coal operators was prompt- 
ed by the best motives, and should have 
been treated with respectful consideration. 
It must have been declined courteously, 
even if firmly. 

‘‘But the opportunity to administer a snub 


cordingly, he was not only treated as a 
rash intermeddler; he was aiso lectured 
upon the law and facts of the case, and, 
tu drown all, was notified that the cause 
of the troubles was lawlessness, which he 
was sarcastically invited to suppress. 

“For sheer audacity this atttitude of the 
coal operators could hardly be matched, 
and nothing could more strongly empha- 
size the disrepute into which the law of the 
land has been brought. 

“Yet who are they who were so insistent 
=p the suppression of lawlessness in the 
mining regions? Why, the most unblushing 
and persistent of lawbreakers. For year 
they have defied the law of Pennsylvania, 
which forbids ccmmon carriers engaging in 
the business of mining. For years they 
have discriminated between customers in 
the freight charges on their rallroads in vi- 
olation of the interstate commerce law. 
lor years they have unlawfully monopo- 
lized interstate commerce in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

“Indeed, the very best excuse and ex- 
pawetton of their astonishing attitude at 
he Washington conference is that. having 
violated so many laws for so long and so 
many times, them might rightfully think 
they were wholly immune from either pun- 
ishment or reproach.”’ 


3ISHOP BONACUM WINS AGAIN. 


Nebraska Supreme Court Sustains 
Ouster of Father Harrington. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 11.—The Supreme 
Court has rendered an opinion in favor of 
Bishop Bonacum in his suit to oust Rev. 
Father Harrington from the parish prop- 
erty in the own of Alma. 

The bishop several months ago dism’‘ssed 
the priest from his charge, but the latter 
refused to retire from the parish hose 
and, retaining the keys, continved to hol 
services in the church. Bishop Bonacum 
sought to secure possession of property 
and enjoin the priest from using it, bul 
the lower court denied the writ. his judg- 
ment is reversed by the Supreme Court. 

It holds that when the governing author- 
ity of a church of a religious organization 
has deprived one of its clergymen of his 
authority to officiate as such, he may be 
enjoined from using the property. Th’'s is 
the third victory for Bishop Bonacum in 
his actions against priests. 


WOMAN KILLED WIFE BEATER. 


She Had Sheltered His Victim When 
He Tried to Enter.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Oct. 11.—Fred 
Simpkins, a section hand on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, was shot and in- 


stantly killed here Saturday morning by 
Mrs. O. Cranmer while he was attempt- 
ing to gain entrance t{nto her home. 
Simpkins was intoxicated at the time and 
was trying to compe] his wife, whom he 
had beaten the day before and who had 
appealed to Mrs. Cranmer for protection, 
to come to him. 

He became abusive in his language and 
had kicked the front door open when h’'s 
wife's protectress shot him full in the face 
with a shotgun. The entire right side of 
his face was torn away. The coroner’s in- 
uest, held Saturday. considered the evi- 
ence less than two minutes and returnéd 
a verdict justifying the act.

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The inscription beneath the monument 
was prepared by the bereaved husbard. 

The monument is unusual among the 
beautiful statues in Bellefontaine. The fig- 
ure of Mrs. Hiemenz is of heroic size, 10 
feet tall, and the likeness is pronounced 
by her friends as a perfect one. The 
monument is 8 feet square at the base. 
The statue is of limestone and the portion 
which bears the inscrpition is in marble. 

Mrs. Hiemenz, whose memory received a 
tribute uncommon in a time when busi- 
ness seems to rule to the exclusion of 
sentiment, was 39 years old and died in 
Colorado, where she had gone for. her 
health. 

Her husband, who died last week, was 
45 years old. and was a native of St. Louis 
and a graduate of the Christian Brothers’ 
College. He went into the real estate busi- 
ness soon after leaving college and built up 
a successful business.

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Some Strenuous Attempts to Work Up Bull Markets 
by Chicago—The Fine Weather Was Against 
Them—Conditions in. the Crops and the 
Supply and Demand Situation. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 

Weak and sagging markets during the 
Sreator part of the first half of the past 
week did not bring about any material 
logs in value, and was followed by a rretty 
Strong rally late in the week. Speculative 
interest and speculative operations have 
not been at all good. On the contrary, 
interest was light and operations narrow, 
@3 was the range of the market price. The 
bears have been bumped so hard and fre- 
Quently during one week after another 
for some time . that they have lost 
their nerve with their money, and can 
ardiy be tempted to put out a line to even 
catch minnows, much more go deep-sea 
fishing for whales. Outside the sales made 
to hedge actual property in grain or its 
product, the short interest is only of a 
scalping character that takes smal! profits 
or losses. There is a considerable long in- 
terest that has been worked up by the 
‘shost” and ‘‘falry’’ stories that cago 
keeps flashing over the wtres or harps upon 
in market letters, but so far has not been 
able to deliver in any large packages in 
the shape of prcfits. The late speli of fine 
weather has operated adversely, as has the 
stock speculation, but prospects just now 
are unsettled conditions. But, with bear 
ation as thin and timid as it is it 
will be found a difficult task to keep up 

any advances that may be made. 

. 


The question of increasing supplies prom- 
ises to be an yo agome factor in the wheat 
Situation. If the conditions do not change 
sufficiently to permit of foreign and do- 
mestic demands preventing the large in- 
creases that are now going on in bread- 
siulls, speculation will awaken to the fact 
that manipulation of the markets, inc.uding 
“corners,’’ present or prospective, has seo 
restricted actual demands that supplies in 
sight have piled up to a burdensome ex- 
tent and threaten to force prices to a 
lower level than they could have gone to 
under legitimate supply and demand con- 
ditions. 

a - + 

Speculation has chiefly been, more im- 
pressed by the scarcity of contract grades, 
which permitted of the manipulation that 
has been going on, and by the fact that the 
official visible figures did not enlarge as 
they did the year before. though the move- 
Ment to market not much different, so 
that the fact of qa steady and large increase 
at points outside the visible was not even 
known or thought of. Since October opened 
this fact n revealing itself. ae haf 
been shown in the Post-Dispatch commer- 
cial columns as the information came to 
hand. There was the increase in north- 
western age ek f elevators’ s ocks of 6,50,- 

bushels during September, the greatest 
ncrease in these stocks for that month on 
record and explaining why receipts at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth had not increased any 
more than -they did. Yet their receipts 
were well . to those of the year before. 
but a much larger arepersicn of the spring 
wheat movement ha been diverted io 
interior elevators, whose bins were nearly 
empty at close of the season just closed. 


In available supplies of the United States 
and Canada, and mostly then in the for- 
mer. the tncrease last month was 16,500.000 
bushels, where the offic'al visible inarease 
was 4,700.000 bushels, indicating that at 
points outside the visible the-e had been 
an enlargement of 11.800,000 bushels. Dur- 
ing the same month last vear the total in- 
crease in available supplies was 17,900.00 
bushels, of which 8.200. bushels in stocks 
held outside the official yisible. This !{ndl- 
cates how much more eat has been 4di- 
verted to and held this season at points 
outside the regular accumulative cen ers 
than was the case last season. Ths whet 
is carried b~ sales against it in the snecula- 
tive centers and supplies demands large!y 
that usually depend upon the la ge accii- 
mulative centers.

An average of 34.5 bushels per acre 
is the largest ever reported and on the 
acreage so far given shows a total yield 
of ,000,000 bushels, which exceeds the 
greatest preceding total, that of 1895, by 
164,000,000 bushels. The result of that big 
yield was l5c for cash oats in Chicago be- 
fore the crop of 1896 was ready to be mar- 
keted The average for quality this year is 
above expectations, also, the percentage of 
86.7 exceeding that of last year 3 per cent 
and the 1901 crop was one that rated well 
in quality. It is the crop east of the Mir- 
sissippi river that brings up the average in 
quality. Every state, from Illinois, which 
exceeded its 10-year average of conditien by 
6 points, to New York, where the phenom- 
enally high condition of 107 obtained, show- 
ing generally unequaled conditions.

It io not even probable, however, that 
the enormous crop of 1902 will bring about 
sych a low level of values as did that of 
1895, but it hardly appears probable that 
legitimate conditions can lend to much 
higher prices than now rule in the prin- 
cipal accumulative centers. This country 
never yet has had demands from domestic 
and fareign sources, even. during the era 
of cheap values that could clean up sup- 
plies, even in short-crop years.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 1..—The Amer- 
ican Galloway Cattle Breeders’ Association 
has on exhibition in its offices in the Live 
Stock Bxqnange at the stock yards a hand- 
some coat made by BH. Shukert, the furrier, 


from the hide of an American Galloway. 
It was the intention of the association to 
present this coat to Président Roosevelt 
on his intended visit to Kansas City. The 
coat is of a heavy ulster patter, fashioned 
from a single hide of softest texture and 
lined with quilted satin. The cuffs and 
collar are of beaver. Arrangements had 
been made by R. W. Park, secretary of 
the association, to have the coat presented 
to the President by Frank A. Faxon. When 
it was believed that the President was 
coming to Kansas City the following letter 
was addressed by Mr. Faxon, as a mem- 
ber of the reception committee: 

“We, as €édmirers of President Roosevelt, 
fn his strenuous efforts to give us the best 
that can be given a representative govern- 
ment, a government by the people, for the 
people, and a typica] American and demo- 
cratic President, beg to present this coat, 
worn by an American royal Galloway, a 
sure Beef Trust destroyer, and known the 
world over as the poor man’s friend. 

As President Roosevelt is a representative 
of the cattle industry of the West and. we 
are the only fine stock breeders west of the 
Mississippi, we think this gift only a fitting 
tribute of merit to merit. 

‘‘We trust that you will present this coat 
to our President and that he will accept it 
in the spirit in which it is given. We ask 
no favors, but like President Roosevelt, the 
American Galloway, by merit, has won a 
place not only at the feasts and festivals 
of this nation, but is a welcome guest at 
the table of royalty.”’

A 
report from Mayking says: ‘Twelve Ku- 
klux outlaws of Lower Line Fork Creek, 
in southern Letcher County, last night 
entered the residence of Minerva White, 
aged 3%, a widow, and after pulling her 
from bed whipped her with hickory 
switches until she was unconscious. This 
morning neighbors found the woman in a 
terrible condition and still unconscious. 
She will not survive.” 


Another report from the same source’ 


says that a few days previous to that 
William Neece, Scott Sexton, Patton Gib- 
son and Mayor Collings went to the home 
of George Sexton, a helpless invalid, and 
whipped him into insensibility with hick- 
ory awitches. The four were arrested and 
taken to Whitesburg and held for trial at 
this term of court. 

The Kuklux cases have cost the state 
thousands of dollars, the trial of four cases 
in the Bell Circult Court having cost over 
$7000, because of the large number of wit- 
nesses and the distance from their homes.

ACCUSED OF TWO MURDERS 


BOTH VICTIMS WOMEN WHO 
WERE STRANGLED TO DEATH. 


Other Women in Evansville Were Also 
Strangled and It Is Believed That 
All the Murders Were Com- 
mitted by the Same 
Persons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 11—In the case 
of Wilbur Sherwell, the policeman accused 
of the murder of Laura Renner and Mrs. 
Georgia Railey last November, Judge Mat- 
tison has ordered a special venire of 40 
jurymer and set the case for trial] Oct. 20. 
This is the first time in the history of this 
county that such a venire has been or- 
dered, and the trial promises to be of un- 
usual interest. Sherwell has been in jail 
since the middle of last November. 


Sherwell says that he is glad the day is 
approaching when he can prove himself 
wrongly accused and declares that he is 
confident of acquittal. 

On the venire which was drawn by Dep- 
uty Circuit Clerk Guild C. Foster are some 
of the most prominent men tn the county 
The venire is about equally divided be- 
tween residents of the city and county. 


The murders of Laura Renner, a home- 
less unfortunate, and Mrs. Georgia Reiley, 
one of the best known women of the com- 
munity, were committed on the same night 
and the bodies were found the following 
days. Both women wers strangled. 

That the murderg were committed by the 
same person or persons is considered prob- 
able. In almost evary detail thy are sim-¢4 
tlar to the murder of two other Evansvil'e 
women, committed, within the last two 
years. The other two women were: 

Mrs. Mary Stark, strangled to death 
while out riding with a stranger in April. 
1889. Body thrown into a ditch. No clew. 

Mrs. Fannie Butler, choked to death in 
her own home, May 3, 1901. 

Post mortem examination showed that 
Miss Renner had been drugged with mor 
phine, 


In the case of Mrs. Butler morphine 
poison had also n administered. 

e body of Laura Renner was founc 
on the afternoon of Nov. 11 lying in the 
ditch at the same identical spot at whicl: 
the body of Mrs. Mary Ann Stark was 
found two years ago. The ditch leads 
from the hospital for the insane into 
Pigeon creek at an angle in the ditch on 
the farm of Thomas Austin, a short dis- 
tance this side of the asylum and just op- 
posite the Stockwell farm on the Slaughter 
avenue road about a mile north of Ev- 
ansville 

Barly in the morning of Nov. 12 the 
dead body of Mrs. George Railey was 
found on the First avenue road one-half 
mile west of the city. Her neck was broken. 
That she struggled with her merciless 
slayer was evident from her clothing, 
which was torn in several places. Her 
hair was disheveled; her hat could not be 
found. It was established at the autopsy 
that death had resulted 12 or 15 hours 
before the bodies were found. From this 
the police decided that both murderg were 
committed on Monday night, probably be- 


tween the hours of 9 o’clock and midnight. 
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NEWBURY, N. H., Oct. 11.—Waiting for 
the hour of her at the pictur- 
esque Fells, Miss Hay, daughter of 
the secretary of state, sang over and over 
her sister’s beautiful song of “Diana.”

The song was a surprise to those gathered 
there, because, while all had heard it and 
read it as a poem, none had heard it sung, 
and it was a state secret that it had been 
set to music, and very masterly music, too.

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The question of the authority of the gov- 
ernor to refuse or te allow the commission 
to be issued menae 3 disposed of, the next 
one was to determine if there wes any way 
in which the governer could be compelled 
to issue the commission. A _ thorough 
search of the authorities revealed the fact 
that there was not. at all such acts of 
a chief executive of a state as the signing 
of commissions are strictly and exclus- 
ively political and that he ig answerable 
for his official conduct only to the people 
and through impeachment. 


Governor Can Only 
Be ImPeached. 
In the latter part of 1838 Richard C. Haw- 


kins was elected commissioner of public 
buildings and on Nov. 17, 1838, he applied 
to Gov. James 8. Conway for his commis- 
sion, which was refused on the ground 
that the office was not legally created. 
Hawkins applied to the supreme court for 
a writ of mandamus to compel the issuance 
of the commission. The opinion was deliv- 
ered by Justice Thos. J. Lacey and was 
that the court had no jurisdiction. In the 
course of the opinion he sald: 

“All duties Imposed on the chief executive 

by the constitution including the issuance 
of commissions, a" wegen and exclusivel 
political. * S Severe is placed 
under a aun i ed bility, that of the 
right of suffrage and impeachment. He is 
answerable in no other way for his official 
conduct while he continues in office. °* 
The vossession of the original + EO. 
is not indispensably necessary to authorize 
a person appointed to anv office to exer- 
cise the duties of that office.’’ 

Zherefore Gov. Davis is master of the 
situation. However, the latter portion of 
the above extract from the opinion is con- 
sidered a loophole and will be taken ad- 
vantage of by Judge Anderson. 

Impeachment proceedings are brought 
in the House of Representatives and are 
tried by the Senate sitting as a fury, with 
the chief justice of the Supreme Court pre- 
siding. A two-thirds vote is necessary to 
Impeach. The moment the House of R«pre- 
sentatives signs the articles of itmpeach-

FANATICS. WAL 
ABJURE CLOTHE 


Canadian Government Greatly An- 
noyed by the Actions of a Com- 
munity «° Doukhobor Emigrants 
Brought ~ver From Russia. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 11—Considerable un- 
easiness is felt by the government's of- 
ficlals over the Doukhobor emigrants who 
were invited to come to Canada three years 
ago from Russia, where they suffered great 


Speronies. They are reiigious fanatics, 
and part of their creed was that no VDouk- 
hobor should be a soidier. 

Wealthy Prostestants throughout Bu- 
rope and America interested themselves 
on behalf of the Doukhobors, and 6uw wer 
brought to Canada comparatively well pro- 
vided for. They settied in one of the most 
fruitful parts of the Northwest and for 
two years prospered. Agitators got into 
their community and tried to incite them 

ainst the Canadian laws, particulariy 
those referring to marriage, which the 
Doukhobors do not sanction except by mu- 
tual reement. 

Socialists have disturbed them recently 
and led them into a new reiigious move- 
ment. The Doukhobors have been persuad- 
ed that it is an unpardonable sin to Kill 
ony animal for food or raiment. As a re- 
sult the Doukhobors have set free all their 
cattle and have discarded all clothing. the 
origin of which they ascribe to animals. 

People who have visited the Doukhobor 
community bring back stories of great suf- 
fering. Annie Swan, editor of an BDnglish 
publication, said after a visit to the com- 
munity that the accounts of lunacy, sick- 
ness amd sufferine from exposure have not 
been exaggerated.

Drunken Row in | Oklahoma Provokes a 
Fight Patterned After the Feud 
Battles of Kentucky. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Oct. 1L—The report 
from Crescent City, 18 miles northwest 
from Guthrie, was that one of the most 
stubborn fights was fought between the 
Brown brothers, four in number—Mat, Don, 
Bill and John—on one side and anybody 
who wanted to take a hand on the other 
side. The Browns are mountaineer Ken- 


tuckians and the fight was much like the 
feud battles of that state. 

As a result Mel Burgess will die and 
several others are wounded, Mat Brown 
being shot through the foot, and others 
receiving chance shots and wounds f:om 
clubbed revolvers. The Browns stood to- 
gether and defied arrest. The fight started 
about 5 o'clock in the Bob Stanley sa- 
loon and at 8 o'clock none of the Browns 
had been arrestéd. They were -eported 
barricaded in the saloon, successfully 
standing off all comers. 

The first news of the trouble reached 
Guthrie about 6 o'clock and Sheriff Car- 
penter, with Under Sheriff Mahoney and 
a strong pusse, left immediately to drive 
the 18 miles t ugh the mud and slush 
to the scene. 

There has been trouble brewthg there for 
several weeks and it ripened in the Stan- 
ley saloon. Two weeks ago there was a 
fight between railroad laborers and others, 
in which a peace officer was roughly han- 
died. The fellows were later arrested. It 
fn reported that the Brown brothers be- 
came entangled in the disturbance of that 
day and ever since there n some- 
on ng brewing between them and the of- 

cers. 

The Browns were re ed to have been 
drinking before the fight occurred. They 
engaged in an altercation with Mel Bur- 
gess, who was shot so seriously that he 
was reported dying.

LACK OF DIMPLE 
SAVED THIS MAN 


Absence of the Mark on His Chin All 
That Saved Louis Hawkins From

all that stood between Louls Hawkins and 
a term in the penitentiary. 

Hawkins is one of the quartet recently 
arrested by Sheriff Beloat for the alleged 
robbery of a companion near Moum Car- 
mel, and he is also held under suspicion 
of being a postoffice robber. 

Officer Haley in investigating the records 
of the men came across a photugraph of an 
escaped convict from the Michigan City 
penitentiary.

EVANSVILLE, Ind, Oct. 11L—The sup- 
posed petrified body of a man found in the 


river here remains in the possession of 
Capt. Bigenmann. Judge Mattison refused 
to appoint a receiver to take charge of It. 

There is a great deal of speculation here 
as to whether the body is petrified or stone, 
and physicians who have examined it failed 
to agree in their opinions. 

As told in previous dispatches the body 
was found in the river here last Tuesday 
morning. It was fished out of the river by 
Capt. John P. Eigenmann and his men. 
Capt. Eigenmann is a well-known con- 
tractor and had a force of men employed to 
clean the harbor near his derricks on the 
river front. Since that time hundreds of 
people have viewed the body. Louls Lamb, 
who was working for Capt. Elgenmann, 
claims he assisted in pulling the body from 
the water and insists he is entitled to the 
possession of it. In his suit against Capt. 
Eigenmann he place its value at $7000. 

The body measues 6 feet and 7 inches. It 
weighs about 3825 pounds. Measurements 
show that the left leg is 1% inches larger 
than the right. The left arm fs also iarger 
than its mate. Physicians who examined 
the object say this would indicate that the 
man, if it is the body of a man, in life was 
left handed. 

One arm, the left one, is crossed upon the 
breast and the other lays over the stomach. 
Across the breast and left arm thero is a 
marked indentation as though a rope had 
been tied around it. The right arm is free 
from marks. 

The arms and especially the hands are 
well preserved. On the little finger of the 
left hand is a plain gold ring. The hands 
are unusually large. The nose is small. 
The eyes are hidden beneath protruding 
ridge of the forehead. The Diasden are 
heavy and are as well preserved as the 
other parts of the body. 

A stubby mustache covers the upper lip, 
and it ie well preserved in stone. There is 
a drop to the right corner of the mouth and 
the muscles of the left side of the neck are 
contorted and wrinkled. The crown of the 
head !s bald.

WORKS ARE OF GREAT VALUE 


HIS “LOUISIANA PURCHASE” IS 
READY FOR THE PRESS. 


Has a Priceless Library, Whose Very 
Existence He Denies, Which He 

~ Has Willed to the Univer- 

sity of Virginia. 


LOUISVILLE, Oct. 11.—Hidden away in 
two lcng-closed rooms in a building on Jef- 
ferson street, Louisville, obscured by layer 
on layer of dust, is a wonderful library of 
books whose owner denies thoir existence, 
but who has made a will hequeathing the 
entire collection to the University of Vir- 
ginia. 

For years these books have only Ween 
scen by chance, For years their owner 
has guarded them from friend and foe 
‘alike. They are valued by the few friends 
of the cld man who owns them at from 
$60,000 to $100,000. 

On the shelves and piled in rows cn 
the bare floor are many tirst editions, many 
Snanish books of great value, thousands 
of American books of the early eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries, and books written 
by men anl women of scholarly leisure 
before the civil war. The collecting of these 
books began in the early infancy of Amer- 
ican literature and has been, carried on 
to the prasent time. 

He Listened 
to Lafayette. 

The old, oJd man who owns these tooks 
is 88 years old. He is temporarily at St. 
Joseph's Infirmary, but not seriously 111. 
His mind is as brilliant as in earlier days, 
when he saw Lafayctte and witnessed the 
destruction of Translyvania. We is not 
only a biblomaniac, but an author of im- 
portant books. 


His name is Barnard Shipp. He was 
born April 13, 1813. Next to Col. Cuthbert 
Bullitt, he is the oldest citizen of the city. 
Gencrations have forgotten him, and he 
passes alone through the city streets. Yet 
he has-seen wonderful thingsy and, what is 
better, he remembers them and has lately 
ie his. reminiscences to a historical meag- 
azine. 


His Birth 

and Long Life. 

Mr. Shipp was born mn a Mississippi 
Plantation north of Natchez, called ‘‘The 
Elysian Fields.’ He came to Kentucky a 
short time after, but again returned to 
Mississippi in 1817, this time on the Vesuvi- 
us, the second steamer of the name, In 


1824 he was sent to Norwich, Vt., by sea to 
be educated. En route he saw the first 
steamship of the United States navy off 
Havana. While in Vermont he saw Gen. 
Lafayette while addesssing an assembiage 
in Windsor. He was educated at a military 
academy and, while at the school, visiied 
with the cadets, Washington, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. He saw President svohn 
Quincy Adams and John C. Calhoun, In 
1827 he returned to Kentucky, traveling by 
canal, lake and stag? to Cincinnati. At the 
time Sandusky was but one temporary 
building at the head of the bay. 

Cincinnati was no farther from the river 
than its present Fourth street. In Lex- 
ington young Shipp went to the school of 
Rev. Benjamin Peers and was at the home 
of the president of Transylvania University 
when it was destroyed by fire. 

In 1850 Mr. Shipp took up his residence in 
Louisville after spending much time in 
Philadelphia. He says that he noticed 
that “in Louisville his spirits were mors 
cheerful, the streets being wide and the 
houses small and low so that there was 
much light and air.’”’ Between 1840 and 
1850 Mr. Shipp made a number of trips up 
and down the Mississippi and wrote of the 
virgin loveliness of the upper river, ‘‘un- 
contaminated by civilization—just as tne 
god of nature had made it.”’ 


Mr. Shipp 

as an Author. 

No mean literary repufation has Mr. 
Shipp. He has published books in the 
east from 1848 to 1897. His verses were, in 
the 560s, compared by critics to those of 


Pope and DTwyden. in 1852 he published a 
volume of verse called ‘‘Fame and Other 
Poems.”’ In 1862 he published another vol- 
ume entitled “The Progress of Freedom and 
Other Poems.’’ This treedom meant free- 
dom of the mind from superstition. He 
was in New York when Jenny Lind gave 
her farewell concert in Castle Garden and 
wrote a poem to her which he had bound 
into a copy of his book and sent to the fa- 
mous singer. She sent him a letter of 
thanks “and two tickets for the concert 
where, he relates, she repeated as an en 
core, “Coming Thro’ the Rye.’’ 


History 

Is His Forte. 

By far Mr. Shipp’s most important con- 
tribution to KMBerature is his historical 
work. The first book was published in 
Phftadelphia in 1881, the work of years. 
De Soto was followed across the interior 


of “that vast dcemain—that. umrivaled re- 
gion between the fceans, the Mexican gulf 
and the great lakes.”’ Mr. Shipp traced 
his route, learned the names and locations 
of the Indian towns and tribes of Florida 
ami covered wonderfully the period be- 
tween 1512 and 1568, ording the great 
events.

No eye has seen his books for decades. 
Hiis name and local habitation is not in 
Ghy drectory, his »piroeans is lost itn 
the system of subletting which prevails 
in bulidings in the congested portions of 
Louisville.

Scared Three Negroes Half 
to Death. 


WAS IN A COMATOSE STATE 


VICTIM OF THE RECENT BIRMING- 
HAM DISASTER. 


While Being Taken to Her Grave the 
Jolting of the Wagon Revived 
the Woman and She Was 
Rescued From Death. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala, Oct. 11.—Among 
the victims of the recent tragedy in the 
Colored Baptist Church at Birmingham 
was a negr> woman whose name is not 
known here. The body was shipped 
through here for burial, consigned to Day- 
ton, Ala. Faunsdale being the nearest 
railrcad station to Dayton, the body was 
met at that place by three or four negroes 
and was placed in a wagon and the long 
drive to Dayton was tuken up. Besides{ 
the driver there were three other negroes 
in the wagon with the cocp3e. Kverything 
went along smoothly for awhile, the four 
negroes discussing the good yualities of 
the deceased. 

Everything had moved along smoothly 
until they reached the McCorkle-Stickney 
place. It was a beautifully quiet Sunday 
ard numbers of negroes had come out to 
ihe road to see the mournful cortege pass 
by. In the midst of all of this gloom an 
incident occurred that was not down on the

RIVER CLAMS MAY SOON BECOME 
EXTINCT. 


MEMPHIS, Oct. 11.—Pearl bearing clams 
are disappeaiing from the sandbars of Ar- 
kansas and the Mississippi river at a rate 
that threatens to make the species extinct 
in less than two years. The beginning of 
the end has commenced, and unless new 
fields are discovered soon the pearl-fishing 
industry of the United States will be a 
thing of the past. 

The reasons for this are manifold. Of 
late years the demands on the clam have 
been more than it could stand. In ad- 
dition to its “prize package’ manner 
of yielding up pears, the shell of the 
bivalve itself is of value. During the past 
year 2% factories for the conversion of clam 
shells into pearl buttons have beeh erected 
at Muscatine, Io. This now makes 55 in 
this one town alone in which the clam shell 
is made into articles of commeccial value. 

Eariy in the year shiploads of clam 
shells began to be exported, and this has 
been the means of disposing of whatever 
surplus yield there might he, and has 
also raised the price, so that now pear! 
fishers are no longer obliged to grapple all 
day for nothing in the hope of bringing up 
a prize bivalve. These shells bring froin $12 
to $15 a ton, and can readily be sold to 
barges, in which they are taken from the 
pearl-fishing regions to the factories. 

Two years o the Black river in Ar- 
kanws was the greatest pearl-yielding 
river the United States, but its thirty 
miles of sandbars were worked by such an 
industrious gang of fortune hunters that 
nearly every clam was removed from its 
bottom in less than nine months. Flushed 
with their success, these hunters then 
swarmed out on the Mississippi. In this 
river the arls are scare and not so val- 
‘uable, and not much was done in the way 
of getting rich until a very valuable pearl 
field was found in the White river, in Ar- 
kansas. 

Thither hurried the pearl fishers. All the 
past season they have been grappling for 
clams there, until now, as @ season 
closes, few clams are left on the sandbars. 
A few months or six wee more on this

The Con- 
roy company furnished for the experiment 
aun Edison machine and 4 wax records, 
Prof. Nipher had not made any such ex- 
periment with a phonograph, nor had the 
phonograph people. So the result was prob- 
lematical. Prof. Nipher thought the ma- 
chine would catch at least the principal 
noises and a pertion of the city’s roar. 
The results met his expectations in this, 
but o far ag they would have done had 


th< ograph been  noilsélese while in 
op ra.ion., 

The tnitia! noise of the machine was 
enough to overcome such sounds as the 


murmur erising from the ¢rowds convers- 
ing along the sidewalks. 

‘The phonograph could only be effectively 
operated while placed in the midst of the 


Ce oa ‘was desired to reproduce, With the 
wh on the street fr | 
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pbuilding, the phonograph caught very little 
noise at all, a heavy~wagon a rushing 
street car being the only sourées of noise 
which penetrated to that height with suf- 
ficient force to be recorded," . 

Sharp and acute noises are best repro- 
duéed. For this reason the clicking of the 
horseshoes upon the granite block pavement 
was one of thé sbunds the phonograph re- 
produced distinctly. 

The rattle of a wagon is another sound 
well reproduced. The more rattle the bet- 
ter the reproduction. The clanging bell 
never falled to be caught. 

When the phonographic records had been 
made according to his suggestion, they were 
taker to Prof. Nipher at Washington Uni- 
versity. He heard them run off, beginning 
with midnight and going through midnight. 
Then he heard them comparatively. 

Comparing what he heard with the ob- 
servations made, as to the numbers of cars 


and wagons passing the Post-Dispatch of-—

the phonograph and the observation figures 
—that the roar of St. Louis is almost whol- 
ly due to the vehicles and street cars. As 
compared to these all other Broadway 
noises are nothing. They are lost in the up- 
roar.

URING the summer I was in New 
[) York City and I became very much 

interested in the roar of the city. 
I went up in the state upon business, and 
was compelled to pass two nights without 
sleep. 

Getting into New York on the third day, 
I went to a hotel and took a room high up 
above the street, seeking to go so far be- 
yond ‘the noises of the street that I would 
not be awakened. I left orders to be per- 
mitted to sleep as long as I would and re- 
tired in the afternoon. 

When I awoke I had no idea how long I 
had slept. The room was dark. I could 
hear the roar of the street. As high as I 
had gone, it had mounted to me. I lis- 
tened a long time, seeking to see if the 
noises I heard would enable me to deter- 
mine whether it were night or day. I did 
my utmost to pick out some distinctive 
noise that vent enable me to say ‘‘Now

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360 vehicles, 
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there is something I would not hear 
during the day,” or ‘There is a noise I 
would not hear at night.’’ But I saved 
nothing out of the roar. There was nothing 
I could trace back’ to its source. That is 
what the roar of New York is like. 

In St. Louls we have not, of course, any- 
thing like so much noise as they have in 
New York. Yet we have a big, noisy city. 
It is noisier upon Broadway, perhaps, than 
we think. The phonograph will not catch 
conversation in ordinary tones conducted 6 
feet from the gathering horn. Yet the 
noises of Broadway are such that the phon- 
ograph will catch them from the sidewalk, 


and, to some slight extent, from the sec- 


ond story of a butlding. 


The trouble with our St. Louis noises is 
that, unlike those in New York, some of 
them never lose themeselves and’ blend 
with the others in the general roar. We 
can stand on Broadway at any hour of the 
day and trace the chief toises back to their 


sources. It could not be done in New 


York.

EN MILIAON SIX HUNDRED in 
T gold, 9,¥00,000 in silver, 4,900,000 in 
paper.

HE ‘growth of the business of the St. 
T Louis subtreasury has kept pace 
with the growth of the great South- 

west and of St. Louis, its prineipal city. 

This growth has been phenomenal. When 
I came into office I asked for an increase 
in the office force. There had been no in- 
crease in 12 or 14 years. I made application 
for three additional clerks. In doing so I 
looked up some of the statistics of the of- 
fice. I opened a box of receipts two feet 
long and eighteen inches wide. It contained 
the receipts taken by the office for the 
year 1870. There were 11,900 of these re- 
ceipte. Now, in one day, some times we 
take as many receipts as were taken in a 
year tr 1870. 

When T first came into Office the defaced 
currency sent to Washingten did not 
amount to more than $68 to $10,006 a day. 
Now we send from $100,000 to $200,100. We 
pay out new currency’ and send the old 
to Washington by expreas. There is more 
new clean money in circulation in the 
southwest than anywhere else. 

Rat-eaten currency, money of which there 
is but a small part of a bill remaining, 
and melted silver and gold that has been 
through fires, are gent on to Washington for 
experts to- fix Values. When they are 
fixed we pay the amount fo the holder.

Then the se¢retary of the 
treasury instructed Assistant Treasurer 
Smal! five vears ago, to distribute them 
coin demanded. Kansas was about the first 
western state to call for them in any 
quaati.y. Now all the southern and 
southwestern states are finding the penny 
a useful coin. 

Whenever you see pennies entering into 
a country you may know that the country 
is becoming active commercially. Pennies 
mean commercial prosperity. ‘The penny 
shipments are largest in the fali. We are 
shipping out an average 9)] year reund of 
$10,000 worth a pennies a month, mostiy to 
the southwest. That means a million of 
these advance coins of Civilzation. 

Express must be paid by the man Who 
orders pennies. He selida in drafts or cur- 
rency. Dollars ‘n Iots uf £0 or multiplies of 
$20 are shipped at government expense. 

The vaults of the subtrzasury, which iook 
like an end view of a connected six story 
flat, with ther time locks un: screen doors, 
are lighted with clectricity.

MILK CARRIES CONSUMPTION 
FRENCH SCIENTISTS FIND 


JASTON LEROUX publishes in 

the Matin an article on the in- 

© fant mortality caused by bad and 

adulterated milk. He quotes statistics of a 

moet painful nature, which would seem to 

demonatrate beyond doubt that an enor- 

mous percentage of the children who die 

annually in France are literally poisoned 
by bad milk. 

This article is fllustrated by a map of 
France, on which the greater or less infant 
mortality from that cause is indicated by 
small or large black spots. A glance at it 
shows that France may be divided into two 
regions. one to the north of the Loire, 
where more than half the children who die 
suecumb to gastritis, whereas to the south 
of the Lolre not more than one-third die 
from that disease. 

At Troves the percentage of infants 
carried off by gastric diseases 69, at 
Mans it is 63. at Rennes 64, at Boulonge-fur- 
Mer 49, at Amiens 62, at J ille 56, at Paris 36. 

In the south of France the comparatively 
few deaths of infants from that disease Is 
most striking. 

At Toulouse it is 31 per cent 
infantile mortality, at Heziers 12 
and at Clermont only 6 per cent. 

Explaining the phenomenon of the high 
rate of infant mortality from gastritis to 
the north of the Loire, compared to that in 
the south of France, M. Gaston Leroux says 
’ ft is due to the adulterations in the north of 
the country, where the making of  brt- 
ter is a great industry, whereas very 
little butter is made in the south. 

He considers that it is, moreover, now 
completely established that to feed chil- 
dren even on unadulterated milk, which has 
been skimmed of all the cream, is a danger- 
out and guilty practice. In connection with 
the dangers attending the consumption of 
milk. not only by infants, but by adult 
persons, it is interesting to note the follow- 
ing lines contained in ‘“‘Les Principes de 
Laiterie,”’ written by Dr. Duclaux, director 
of the Pasteur Institute:

He started forty of these 
ships to California, including Flying Cloud, 
as the sovereign of the seas.

“T have always wanted to do things a Iit- 
tle differently from others, partly because 
it was more interesting to do them tn a 
novel manner, but chiefly because I have 
found that a better way could nearly al- 
ways be found in which to do some things.”

Ly the time he was he compelled his 
"uncle to give him an interest in the bual- 
ness that was worth $10,000 a year to him. 
A year afterward it was $15,000. His ambi- 
tlon took him to Australla, where he es- 
tablished a shipping and commission 
house that made him $95,000 the first year. 
Hie was then 22. When the miners rose in 
rebellion against the government they of- 
fered him the presidency of the Five Star 
republic. 

There is so much that is interesting in his 
travels, Everywhere he went he com- 
manded the attention of the great people. 
In Paris he was the admiration of the 
impress Eugenie and Napoleon. He ase- 
eured millions from Queen Marla Christina 
of Spain to build the Atlantic & Great 
Western Rallway., 40 miles long. from 
Erle to the Oljo and the Mississippi. 
iverywhere he was courted, feted, admired, 
accepted as one of the greatest organizers 
and financtal geniuses. 

Hie bullt the first steel railway in England 
and during the civil war made a reputation 
as an orator and debater in England, where 
he espoused the unlon cause. 

The Credit Mobilier waa organized fn his 
house at No. 1% Madison avenue, which is 
now owned by his daughter, Mrs. .Gulinger. 
Hle says it was the original truest. His 
schemes In connection with the Union Pa- 
cific Rallway, in which he was the prime 
mover, were chimerical then, but time has 
proved them. In Omaha, where he owned 
4 lots, now worth $30,000,000—they were 
sold for non-payment of taxes after he had 
been legally déciared a lunatic—he built a 
hotel in sixty days, and called it Cozzen's 
Hotel, because, when he criticized another 
hotel, the proprietor asked him why he did 
not build one of his own. 

In 1870, when he went around the wold ip 
eighty days, he was already known as a 
radical. He reached Marseilles, and that 
proved that his coming was awaited. A 
committee halled him as liberator and 
asked him to become head of the Com- 
mune. He was taken directly to the opera 
house, where 6000 people were waiting for 
him. He writes:
